gainst same. 
Wool tied with this 


wine will in future be rejected, 
as 


he manufacturers cannot eliminate 
he loose fibers from this objection- 
able twine from the wool in manu- 
acturing and the damage caused to 
roods is in 
excess of the value of 


wool used. 


At the same time we wish to call 


pour attention to the excessive use of 
wine.' Of late .years som© farmers

twine,

fleece, besides using on one fleece a
